‘As Professor Faraday onoe 
said, “I can pee no such sonflict as has 
been suggested ; but Ido sve that whon 1 
have made all my investigations there is 4 
wondrous Held beyond which no human 
foculty is cipable of fathoming.” The 
danger was that ‘the very fascination and 
admiration of tho genius which waa now 
oxhibitod in acicutitic researoh might Jead 
ther to suppose that the umniscient God 
cond bo brought down to thelevei of hu- 
man understanding, and mlyhy lead to be- 
lief in Him being rejected, because they 
did not undorstand.
